Brant fought his first battle for the British in the French Indian War (1754-63) at the 
age of 13.

programs. August continued our monthly commitment with 
award-winning author and researcher Scott E. Douglas 
presenting an_ illustrated talk on “Numismatic 
Literature” (books, catalogues, guides, auction and sales lists). 


Scott began with some of Canada’s earliest numismatic cat- 
alogues (late 1800-early 1900s) including Breton, W. R. 
McColl, Courteau, Bowman, Leroux, Remick, Sandham, 
among others. He stressed to utility of older auction 
catalogues for following the ownership trail of tokens and 
medals. Auction and fixed price lists help to authenticate 
rarity levels of uncatalogued material.

Tire money authored by Ovide Bilodeau from Quebec which he 
published about 10 years before the founding of the Canadian 
Tire Coupon Collectors Club. Though quite incomplete, the 
catalogue was important because it created a starting point for 
other collectors to chime in and work together to centralize 
knowledge of CTC coupons and illustrate the need for a club to 
distribute and facilitate this area of collecting. Hs nascent 
early tome spawned the current “Bible of CTC’ money, The 
Bilodeau Guide published and annually updated by active 
members of the CTCCC.

Mystery of the Passed Lot 


During our August 2016 SWCS meeting auction — our auctioneer, runner, members 

and guests — were stumped by 39mm round reeded-edge medal listed as U.S.

Prince Richard as Treasurer. Initially in 

those hectic years immediately following 

the secession it was realized that the 

=a principality’s own currency was required 

\ so the Treasury had the task of issuing 
ys B the first Hutt River Money in 1974 with the release of a set of paper banknotes in 
— denominations of 10¢, 20¢, 50¢, $1 and $2 notes, the designs are still in 
circulation and issued today by the Treasury and is currently moving to polymer 
notes. In 1975 the Cabinet decided there was a need to issue coinage which led 
to the formation of the Mint which first minted coins in 1976, and has since mint over 200 different coins. Originally the 
coins were minted solely for circulation and use within the Principality, but collectors globally sought them out, so the Mint 
began to also produce non-circulating Proof versions to satisfy the worldwide collectors. The Hutt Mint has been 
commended on a number of occasions for its high quality collector pieces in precious metals such as Gold, Silver and 
Palladium (a chemical element with symbol Pd and atomic number 46 — it is a rare and lustrous silvery-white metal 

discovered in 1803 by William Hyde Wollaston who named it after the asteroid Pallas).

The Australian Government refuses to recognized the Hutt River Province as a Principality. The area of land which is 
decribed as the “Hutt River Province” is a privately-owned wheat-growing property on the Hutt River, north of Geraldton in 
the State of Western Australia. It has not special status. It has no separate sovereignty and remains subject to the 
Australian Constitution and the laws of Australia. Following from its policy not recognizing the “Hutt River Province,” the 
Australian Government does not recognize the “royal titles” nor titles of office, such as “Head of State,” “State Minister” and 
Minister for Foreign Affairs” assumed by the family owning the property nor the use of terms such as “consulates” and 
“principality” in relation to the “Hutt River Province.” Documents purporting to be “passports” issued by the “Hutt River 
Province” are not recognized as valid passports by the Australian Government. 


On April 21, 1970 (46 years ago), Western Australia farmer Leonard George Casley declared his Hutt River farm independ- 
ent of the Commonwealth of Australia. The upshot saw one of the world’s more enduring micronations come into being, 
and the rest is history. Prince Leonard in 2010 issued a $30 coin showing Prince Leonard's star in the Constellation of Virgo 
to commemorate the Principality’s 40th Anniversary of Secession. This Principality has its own banking system, mint, and 
postal department (issuing their own stamps). In August 2010, Prince Leonard turned 85. In August 1999 star SAO 119916 
was named HRH Prince Leonard in his honor and is listed in the star catalogs as HIP 65442, PPM 159732, HD 116621. 
The striking design for the coin’s reverse was designed by Hutt River’s ADC, Sir Steven Baikie. The dual gold-and-silver- 
plated coin is struck on 40gm brass flan, 45mm / 3.5mm (reeded edge). Virgo is picked out in matte gold, as is the prince’s 
effigy on the obverse. The lettering is matte silver. Mintage is 1,000 with each coin supplied in a capsule fitted into a plush 
dark blue velvet case bearing the 40th anniversary logo printed in gold on silken lining inside the lid and includes a 
numbered information card. The Mint’s coins appear in numismatic magazines, and catalogs worldwide. 
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In April 2015, His Royal Prince Leonard and his son, Minister of State Prince Graeme (who was only 12 when the Principality 
was formed), affectionately referred to as the Wheatbelt Royals, looked forward to the future of the 45-year old self- 
declared sovereign state (Australia’s oldest micronation). Prince Leonard | expressed his hope that the Australian 
Government will be willing to sign a treaty very shortly and then the Principality will be opened up for major development — 
an economic advantage to Western Australia and Australia. The Principality encompasses 75 square kilometres of land 
(equivalent in size to Hong Kong), 530 kilometres north of Perth — political conflict gave rise to the creation of the contested 
state. In November 1969, the West Australian Government implemented new wheat production quotas. Having farmed in 
the area for over 20 years, Leonard felt it was impossible to fulfil the demand — he would only be able to sell 40 hectares of 
crop from a harvest of around 4,000. So he took a stand, he did not set out to secede, but the government’s refusal to 
rectify the quota left him no choice. Ironically the Principality has not been recognized by Australia, and yet communication 
from the Australian Government refers to him by his royal title. In the Principality, laws are passed via royal decree, the 
currency Hutt River bears Leonard’s image, and he dons a regal cloak at official events. In 1977 Leonard declared war on 
Australia after the Australian Taxation Office demanded taxes, although he withdrew hostilities days later. 


The Principality trades with its “neighbouring country Australia” and nowadays there’s in excess of 20,000 tourists coming 
through the Principality each year. The Principality has just over 20 permanent residents (but over 14,000 live overseas), 
including the Royal family. Prince Leonard and his wife Princess Shirley (who passed away in 2013) raised their family of 
seven in the land. All four of their sons live in Hutt River to assist with matters of state. There are no schools in Hutt River, 
so if you don’t want to home-school your kids, you have to send them into Australia to attend school. Unless Australian 
citizens, residents of Hutt River do not have access to healthcare, Old Age Security, or other social services extended by the 
Government. In 2015 a new monument, Princess Shirley’s sacred educational shrine (The Gateway to Nature’s Spirit 
World), was unveiled and commemorative postage stamps released. Right now Hutt River Province is situated like Taiwan, it 
exists, but is not recognized. The Principality’s residents don’t pay Australian taxes, just 0.05% on financial transactions by 
foreign companies. Tourists love visiting to see the beauti-
